Father’s Second Offeuse. 

Under a city ordinance parents bc- 
come responsible for their children 
who are under ten years: of age, and 
in this case the court held that Mit- 
nick had been very negligent of his 
child. As it was his second offense 
for the same charge, he was not al- 
lowed tot¢pay a fine, but was given 


an imprisonment sentence of three 
days. : 

The Mitnick family its véry poor.

est, a girl of 12. Mrs. Mitnick is her- 
self ill.

Nine of the workmen met instant 
déath and three died while being 
brought to the hospital here.

Cigarette Caused Explosion. 

According to one of the wounded, a 
workman—one of the nine to meet in- 
Stant death—threw his lighted cigar- 
ette to one side, not noticing that {i 
fell into the box containing the fuses, 
which were connected with the heavy 
charges of explosives beneath them. 
A few seconds and the men, water, 
.mud and tons of dirt were thrown 70 
to 90 feet in the air. 

Tugs at once brought the dead and 
the more seriously wounded to this 
city, the latter being placed in the 
Louise Maloney hospital.

ENGAGED IN BITTER WAR 


Brussels, August 27.—No band played 
no royal salute was fired, no kingly 
message was sent when Albert of Bel- 
gium, heir presumptive to the Belgian 
throne, started last spring on his long 
voyage through the Congo. The band 
will play, loudly, when he returns 
about the beginning of August—but 
there will be discord in its sound. 

King Leopold allowed his nephew to 
start without a friendly message for 
the most sufficient of reasons. He 
no friendly message to send him. The 
king knows that this journey through 
the Congo bodes no good to him. His 
consent to it was asked only as a mat- 
ter of form. Prince Albert, rich by in- 
heritance from his father, endowed 
with a revenue by the Belgian par- 
liament, owes Vittle to, and knows he 
will get nothing from, the king. When 
he returns from the Congo he Wii: 
throw off all pretense of submitting to 
leading strings, follow a policy of his 
own, and, inevitably, will find himse'f 
at the head of a party hostile to the 
king. 

The 
prince, surrounded by the atmosphere 
of the German courts, will break 
rule of etiquette. 
deferential to his sovereign: King: 
Leopold, most acute of men will be, in!

in all things to that of King Leopold.

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[eae ART DISCOVERY MADE 
BY GRANDNIECE OF AGASSIZ 


Florence, August 27.—What may turn 
out to be one of the most interesting 
art discoveries of modern times has 
just been made at Fiesole, near Flor- 
ence, hy Franlein Emy Eichhorn, the 
grand-uiece of Jean Louis Agassiz, the 
famous Harvard naturalist. Following 
a clue found in some ancient books 
she has unearthed a forgotten chapel 
in the grounds of the English nurs- 
ing sisters, known officially as “The 
Little Company of Mary,” and uunoffi- 
clally as “the blue nuns.”’ The chape] 
contains a series of exquisite mural 
paintings, including a remarkable 
“Pieta,” 
It has been used by generae 
tions of peasants as a stable. 

Fraule inEichhorn lives at Meran in 
the Tyrol, with her mother, a writer 
and composer, whose “Songs for Chil- 
dren” has just been published in Lon- 
don. She was studying at Florence 
for her university degree when she 
came across the passage describing a 
chapel containing some remarkable pic- 
tures, which, she becamé’ convinced, 
must have stood somewhere in the 
grounds of the blue nuns. 

it was necessary to obtain the per- 
mission of the bishops of Fiesole and 
San Miniato and 6f Mother Edith, the 
superior’ of the little company of Mary, 
before beginning her explorations. 
These secured she sought the asisst- 
ance of Herr Vermehrenh, a noted con- 
noisseur and restorer and they began 
their search of the grounds. After 
many failures they tackled a 
sroup of buildings on the hill above 
the convent. The peasants, who have 
kept their animals in these houses for 
hundreds of years laughed at the idea 
of anything worth findtng being con- 
cealed there, but Fraulein Eichhorn 
was struck by the ecclesiastical arch- 
itecture of one of the stables and un- 
der her direction it was cleared out 
and cleaned, and excavations were be- 
guh. The result was the discovery df 
the little underground chapel contain- 
ing the wonderful mural paintings. 

The most important, of course, is the 
“Pieta,” which covered one of the long 
Walls. It contains six figures. The 
dead Christ ts held with almost fiérce 
love and agony by His mother, who 
presses His body close to her own 
in her woe. Bending oyer Him in an 
agony of grief are the three Maries 
(and St. John. On the ceiling is a 
picture of Christ the teacher tn com- 
pany with «several figures, two of 
which it is believed are St. Catherine 
of Siena, and St. Barbara. On the wall 
opposite the entrance may be traced 
the remains of a “resurrection,” and 
above the door is an exquisite “an- 
nunciation.” 

The paintings are all terribly dilapi- 
dated, of course, but enough 


to enable the restorer to reproduce 


‘them almost-in their pristine beauty. 


Miss Emily Stephens, an English writ- 
ev and artist, resident in Florence, 
copied a portion af the “Pieta,”’ 
although she had to work by cafidle 
light in the gloomy little vault she 
has succeeded in producing an ex- 
cellent copy of the Christ and His 
mother.

About the seventh century the first 
chapel is said to have been built for 
these hermits to pray in for the dead. 

In the time of Cosimo de'Medici 
there dwelt in this strange community 
a Count Guido Montegarello, who bé- 
came Cosimo’s spiritual guide. To be 
near him Cosimo built the famous 
Medici villa, now occupied by Mrs. Mc- 
Calmont, whose son ig a leading Cali- 
fornian. Count Guido made a vow,to 
go to the Holy Land, but being pre- 
vented he built this chapel] in the style 
of the Church of the Holy Sepulchre | 
at Jerusalem, to atone for his’ unful- 
filled vow.

PANIC. FOLLOWS 
TANK EXPLOSION 


One Man Is Killed and 
Many Others 
‘Injured. 


Waterloo, Jowa, August 27,.-—-In a 
panic of 300 employees of the Kelly 
Canning Factory to escape from the 
second floor of the canning depart- 
ment, where a gasoline tank had ex- 
ploded and thrown fire over the roqm, 
George McRoberts was killed, three 
persons were probably fatally injured 
and a score of others were sé@verely 
hurt. The building was destroyed by 
fire that followed the explosion, caus- 
ing $100,000 damage. 

While the canners were at work on 
the second floor, a gasoline tank used 
for the soldering of cans burst with 
a loud detonation, hurling flaming 
fluid over the large room. Most cf the 
employees were women and young men 
and girls. <All were excited and ran 
for the stairs and windows. 

Many tleaped to the ground, falling 
on each other. Scores tried to descend 
the stairways, only to become hope- 
lessly entangled in the narrow passage- 
ways. 

Those employees working on the first 
floor went quickly to*the*fescue, drag- 
ging the entangled persons from the 
jammed staircases and fighting off the 
flames until the injured could be car- 
ried to safety. 

When all had been taken from the 
building it was found that Mrs. Wal- 
ter Davis, Irene Lockley and George 
Miller had been so severely injured 
that they will probably die. MecRob- 
erts dropped dead after saving some 
books from the office of the factory. 
He had probably inhaled flames.

fh No hiesa Reported Lost---Build- 
ings Washed Away --- Water 
Covers Pier at Point Isabel, 
Near Brownsville, Texas--The 
Wind Attains High Velocity. 


Brownsville, Texas, August 27.— 
After spending the night at the 
quarartine station at Tarpon Beach, 
refugees brought to the mainiand to- 
day by the life saving crew from 
Brazos de Santiago, tell of damage to 
the Pedro and Brazos islands as @ re- 
sult of the gulf storm which swept 


iniand last night. 

At Tarpon Beach every building ex- 
cept the lighthouse and quarantine 
‘station were either damaged or de- 
stroyed. byt, so far as ascertainab'ic. 
no lives were lost. The greatest darm- 
age, it is stated, was the result of the 
high waves, the wind not attaining: a 
violent velocity. Supports beneath 
club houses, bathing pavilions and 
cottages were washed away and the 
buildings are lying on the ground, the 
water washing through and about 
them. 

Furniture and wreckage of build- 
ings washed ashore at Point Isabel, 
three miles across the bay today. 
“Throughout the day a wind and rain 
storm continued through the valley 
about Point#Isabel but no serious dam- 
age was reported from that point to- 
night. The water, however. had cov- 
éred the pier and is still rising, the 
wind blowing a gale of 50 miles an 
hour and freshening. 

Steamtr in Storm. 

: New Orleans, August 27.—With the 
windows of the pilot house broken 
in, the starboard deck railings swept 
away and showing other evidences of

Early this morning a

But it remains to be seen whether or not the specially exempted rail- | 
roads would look favorably on this proposition, and if they do not, then it 
also remains to be seen whether or not the house will take the same view 
of the eminent domain bill as did the senate. 

The time has undoubtedly come when all special! railroad tax exemp- 
tions should be done away with, if there is any legal way to reach this end. 

Every railroad property in Georgia, the old and tke new, should stznd 
on the same basis, enjoy the same benefits and assume the same prcpor- 
tionate share of the burden of taxaticn. 

The policy of making fish of one, flesh of another i fowl of still an- 
other never was a wise one and there is less excus« for it now than ever 
before.

The states that make a normal, or a trifle above uormal, yield will ce 
more than offset by the states running below the normal. 

Cotton already coming in is selling for and above 12 cents. 

By every logical economic measurement the season now approaching 
should prove the most profitable in the history of the south. 

The fate, the welfare, of tite section is, as always, in the hands of the 
farmers! 

And kere is mighty sound advice, fitting the occasion like the knuckle 
fits the shoulder, from Alfred Foy, of Mississippi, published recently in The 
Constitution: 

‘*i¢ is a shame that the good old southern farmer will work his 
life most out twelve months in the year to make cotton, using all 
the cconomy possible in doing so, and then ruin the market when 
the time comes for gathering the crop, and sell what it takes him 
twelve months to make in two months. 

“Quit this selling of your crop is such a reckless way, and think 
about what you are doing to tear the market to atoms, and hold as 
much of this crop as you possibly can, and if you cannot do so any 
other way, let it remain in the patch just as long as possible; no- 
body can keep you from this, the cotton is yours, at least until you 
get it out, if no longer. This crop ought to bring at least 15 cents, 
or more, and if not while you have it, then it will go there when 
you have sold all and every bale you could get your hands on early; 
you can put that down now. You can have it, if you will; will you 
fight for it, or let go at any oid price that may be ofiered, as usual?’’ 
‘*YOU CAN HAVE IT, IF YOU WILL!’’ 

The statement is conservative. It is proved in the successful holding 
movements of the wheat growers of the northwest, and in the successful 
movements of the Farmers’ Union in the cotton states. 

The first week of next month the national convention of the Farmers’ 
Union assembles in Birmingham. 

Decided measures will there be taken to enjoin such instructions upon 
the more than 2,000,000 members throughout the south as will net them 
(a fair return for their staple. 

It is to be earnestly hoped that not only members, but all cotton grow- 
ers, will abide by such regulations.

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GRAVE PROBLEM IN PELLAGRA. 


the states of the south and west, to an extent in severi.] localities that may 
be called epidemic, aas aroused serious concern among the medical profes- 
sion and particularly in state and national health departments. 

While it is claimed that it has been established beyond a reasonable 
doubt that pellagra is caused from eating improperly cured corn, the fungus 
or mold in which poisons the system, the disease presents many peculiarities, 
some of which are calculated to produce conflict in the conclusions reached 
regarding it. 

The disease has prevailed in Italy and other south European countries 
fer a century, and is attributed emphatically to bad corn, But corn has been 
a steady diet in certain sections of the United States. particularly the south 
and west, for a hundred years and more, yet the appearance of pellagra here 
is of compératively recent date. Isolated casés were so diagnosed a few 
years ago; tut it has remained for this summer to witness its general 
: spread and now upwards of 1,500 cases are reported in the. southern states 
alone. 

Here are some curious and interesting facts in connection with the 
disease: : 3 * 

- Aecount of a case which was diagnosed by competent physicians as 
jsenuine pellagra was. recently given in The Constitution, in which the 
patient, middle-aged woman declared she had not eaten any corn products

appeared in those whose nourishment is all-sufficient and who seldom eat 
corn, 
_ It ts to some extent a skin disease manifesting itself in the shupe of 
what look like scalded spots or burns, or insanity; the patient. may die in a 
few days or weeks, or he, may linger for a quarter. of z century, irritated by | 
the disease in the summer season and apparently well in winter. 

The problem which confronts medical science i» to harmonize these 
apparently conflicting -manifestations, and from them deduce the precise 
cause, through which alone effective remedy may be applied, 

The astonishing and mystifying‘spread of the disease, particularly in the | 
southern states, makes it imperative that there shall be no delay in getting 
to the bottom ot the problem; that this will ultimately be accomplished we 
have no question: 

The solution of intestinal congestion was found in. appendicitis; of 
smallpox in vaccination: of diphtheria in an effective anti-toxin. Similiarly, 
relief from pellagra will be discovered, whether it be in preventive or cura- 
tive measures. . 

‘Nor can it come _too “quickly. The disease has reached alarming pro- 
portions in the southern states all the way from North Carolina to Texas. 
Alabama is just now in the midst of a pellagra scare which, in some sectic ns, 
has become almost a panic. , 

State boards of-health and the national public health and marine hogpital 
service are giving relief. where they can and at the same time making a 
study of the symptoms and manifestations of the disease, with a view to its 
ultimate elimination. 

Pellagra has become almost a national menace. Aside from the great 
humanitarian phase of the problem, there is involvea serious danger to 
America’s extensive corn crop, 

The situation is one which, from every standpoint, should command the 
utmost of Hational effort in the work of eradication.

Fifth District to Be Smaller. 

“Whether or not the state gets a new 
congressman under the next apportion- 
ment, under the redistricting the fifth 
district will unquestionably be made 
smaller. Fulton county has made tre- 
mendous gains in the past ten years. 
Its population will probably exceed 
150,000. This means there will prob- 
ably not be more than two other coun- 
ties in the Atlanta district. Newton

CHIEF FORESTER PINCHOT 
SPEAKS ON CONSERVATION 


Seattle, Wash, August 27.—When 
the second day’s sessions of the Na- 
tional Conservation Congress met to- 
day there was a general feeling of re- 
lief that the Ballinger-Pinchot contro- 
versy had been shelved. It was stated 
semi-officially that the report of the 
committee an resolutions will make no 
reference to the disagreement  be- 
tween the secretary of the treasury, 
interfor and the chief forester. 

John N.. Teal, of Oregon, presided at 
the morning session, and Ch l’or- 
ester Gifford Pinchot was the prince’ jal 
speaker, his subject being “Prinofples 
of Conservation” 

Three Primery Objects. 

“ConservatioOn has three primary ob- 
jects,” said Mr. Pinchot. “First, to de- 
velop our natural resources that 
this generation may have. aa 2 il pease 
and use of the riches of the * 

“Second, to prevent needless waste 
and destruction of these resources, 80 
that future generations may likewise 
have their just part in the natural 
foundations of prosperity. 

“Third, to see to it that the great 
natural resources so developed and 
protected shall be used permanently 
for the welfare of the many instead of 
for the profit of the few. / 

“Development of resources and op- 
portunities, prevention of waste and 
loss, protection of public interests by 
foresight, prudence, thrift and intelli- 
gence—all this applies with clear and 
undeniable ferce to the conservation 
of natural resources. But it applies 
just as clearly and undeniably to the 
eonservation of every inteFest and 
necessity of the people. 

“’'The conservation point of view is 
as valuable in education as~-it is in 
forestry. It applies to the body politic 
as it does to the earth and its minerals. 
Municipal franchises’ are as properly 
within its sphere as franchises, for 
water power. It is as patent to the 
subject of good roads as to that of 
waterways, and ‘the training. of 
people in effective citizenship 
germane to it as the increase of pfro- 
ductiveness in our soils. 

“President Roosevelt said that fhe 
policy of conservation was the most 
typical example of the policies which 
bear his mark. Fruitful, vital and 
beneficent, these. policies are both 
deeply needed and widely 
by our people.” 

A. B. Farquhar Speaks. 

A. B. Farquhar, 
sylvania, the American Civic Associa- 
tion and- the Pennsylvania Forestry 
Association. was u speaker at the con- 
gervation congress today. His subject 
was “Conservation.” He said in part: 

“The forest ts the central and vital 
point in the conservation issue, for 
there Is ho material thing that is con+ 
mected with the interest of the great 
mass of the people in so many ways. 
The value of the timber, great and 
varied as it is, and must always be, is 
one of the less important of these 
ways; for the vegetable kingdém has 
already furnished us with fuel in other 
forms, and may do more for us in the 
foture than it has ever yet done, while 
the progress of invention has been 
largely shown in the substitution of 
. mineral materials for wood in tool and 
building construction. A more im- 
portant way in which our interests are 
involved in the preservation of the 
forests is through their influence on 
the flow of springs and streams. 

Forests may not produce rainfall, but 
‘ijn the much needed work of turning 
so irregular and capricious a visita- 
tion as the rains of heaven into the 
steady, regular river flow demanded 
by our internal commerce—to say 
nothing of agriculture depending on 
irrigation—they have no substitute. 

“If it were only with neglect that 
our national and state governments 
could be charged in their treatment of 
‘our precious heritage of forests, the 
© case would be serious enough against 
‘them: but they make it even worse 
‘by acts that, did we not know them 
due rather to heedlessness or stupidity, 
we could only ascribe to matignant 
enmity. Of such character is_ their 
abuse of the power. of taxation. 

“But this direct tax on*timber lands 
ig not all, nor the worst. Although 
“the wide exterit of the forest’s func- 
tion governing the water supply at a 
“Wistance, sometimes of many hundreds 
, of miles, raises it to the rank of a na-

tional concern, yet the national gov- 
ernment dees not hesitate to step in, 


insisting that the timber this country. 


uses must be taken all from its own 
woodland, and not in any part from 
a neighboring country better able to 
spare it. That is the meaning of the 
duty on imported lumber. The tax is 
retained because no one suffers by it 
except everybody who has to use tim- 
ber for any purpose, and everybody 
who has an interest in maintaining 
the nation’s water courses, while the 
beneficiaries are doubtless honorable 
enough personally, but very few in 
number.” 
Water the Most Important. 

Dr. W. J. McGee divided resources 
of the country into five classes, lands, 
water, forests, minerals and human 
health. He ranked water as the most 
important of the natural resources, as 
all life depends upon it. 

“We are just beginning to realize 
that few countries have enough water 
for full production and population,” he 
said. “Certainly our country has not. 
Fully a third Is practically unproduc- 
tive and uninhabited by reason of in- 
sufficient rainfall. Even inthe re- 
maining, two-thirds the rainfall is 
hardly adequate. 

“In the light of recent knowledge 
concerning the role of water in the 
vital development of the earth, the 
five efficiencies become clearer. 

“The efficiency of the soil depends 
primarily on its capacity for storing 
water. The efficiency of plants is meas- 
ured by their capacity: for growth, it- 
self dependent upon water. The effi- 
ciency of animals is: akin to that of 
piants. 

“The efficiency of man is measured 
primarily by individual capacity for 
successful effort, itself depending upon 
vigor of vital processes. In the cur- 
rent state of opinion, the ideal means 
of conserving and increasing human 
efficiency lies in the prevention of 
disease and in the cure and protection 
of infants and invalids.”
